S I R, Galway, 1 1 th August 1831. 

IN reply to your Communication, bearing date the 6th day of August instant, 
I have to state that, as the Freemen who have been elected since April last, 
have not completed their admission, I am unable to return, decidedly, how 
many of them are Catholics, but believe that 1 9 out of 20 of them are Catholics ; 
and that they all, with the exception of Three Persons, consist of the Trades- 
men, Artificers, and Inhabitants of the Town and County of the Town of 
Galway.
